Washington, Dec. 13.—-In the sen- 


ate a brief executive session was 
held for tbe purpose of confirming 
the nomination of Justice White to 
be chief justice of the supreme court 
of the United Sates. The other ju- 
diciary nominations were referred to 
the judiciary committee for consider- 
ation.

Ings of the foundation to f 100.000.00C 
and provide that congress chilli di- 
rect the distribution of tho entire 
foundation at tho expiration of 100 
years. 


Aldrich Makes Promise. 


Senator Beverldgo spoke In favor 


of the creation of a nonpartlsan tar- 
iff commission, and obtained 
from 


Senator Aldrich the promise that ho 
•would urge the finance committee at 
Ita mcutin, to report favorably a bill 
for the creation of the committee. 


Tho new commerce court and the 


two new members of the Interstate 
commerce commission were laid be- 
for the benate as given in previous 
dispatches, with one exception. 
At 


almost the fast minute the president 
made one change In his commerce 
court slate, substituting John 13. Gar- 
land, United States district judge of 
South Dakota, for United States Dls- 
tcict Judge 
Arthitr C. Donlson of 


Michigan. Judge Denlson wired to 
the president declining the appoint- 
ment. 
He prefers remaining as a 


district judge to going out on the 
circuit, as he would be obliged to do
